Lemuria continues 
work on his logger

Lemuria continues to im- 
prove his logger, the data- 
base having reaching 200,000 
messages a few days ago. 


The logger, written in 
JavaScript and using an 
SQLite database, received 


some upgrades, allowing it to 
automatically reconnect dur- 
ing failures, report total DB 
size and message count in 
chat, and more. 

Running the ‘ch size’ com- 
mand provides Lemuria a 
nice tidbit of information,

while non-authorized users 
simply end up getting a 
snarky denial message in re- 
turn. Also, there is a 
cooldown on snarky denial 
message generation, so don't 
even try. In a test of the bot, 
some users may have 
spammed ‘ch size, leading 
others to speculate as to its 
meaning. 

Some thought "chest size", 
or "cock hard size", but 
Lemuria went in and clari- 
fied that it meant "chat size", 
dashing the NSFW fantasies 
of many.

And if it's 
CJK spam, it usually results in 
a massive waste of valuable 
storage space. And 
compressing it won't work. 
Overall, we're all in a tight 
spot here at the Canvas.

As the Sea of Slurs contin- 
ues to plague the chat during 
American sleeping hours, FP 


= has recently stated, in casual 
- conversations with users on 


Discord, that he was working 


= on "robust tools" that could 


"quickly delete tens of thou- 
sands of spam chat mes- 


~ sages". 


These would primarily 


- target Starianna's spam bots, 


by detecting their usual be- 
haviors, such as a_ large 
amount of Chinese, Japanese, 
and Korean characters (CJK). 
FP also stated that he has 
been working towards "auto- 


- mated detection", stating that 


his focus was on "CJK spam 


- attacks, proxy attacks, DoS 
== attacks, etc". 


When asked about image 
pastes, he did not clarify 
whether he would combat 
them, instead saying that "de- 
tecting image pastes and de- 
tecting specific types of 
images are two _ different 
things on entirely different 
levels". 

Lemuria mentioned Pho- 
toDNA, an image identifica- 
tion technology used by 
many websites on the Inter- 
net to detect CPorn. 

Though, PhotoDNA is pro- 
prietary and its developers 
are almost certainly unwill- 
ing to hand the tech over to a 
random group of people who 
inhabit an online whiteboard 
of text. 

If detecting specific images 
was to be done, FP would 
have to develop his own 
based on the same principles 
and methods as the propri- 
etary PhotoDNA. detecting 
image pastes and detecting 
specific types of images are 
two different things on en- 
tirely different levels. 

Lemuria mentioned the 
possibility of detecting 
"cheese pizza", annoying 
Christa pastes, and the very- 
much hated ponies. Though 
Christa isn't THAT bad. 


I wouldn't put Christa 
on the same level as the 
rest, but regardless, 


that's a good way of 
implementing it 
- FP 
Anyways, once the 
countermeasures are 


complete and ready to go, 
OWOT may just finally be 
able to catch a breath of 
fresh air in the constant war 
on Starianna and the CPorn 
bots.
